A special retraining programme to create up to 
1,500 extra teachers in shortage subjects next year 
was one of the more unexpected pans of tlus 
Budget this week. 

The idea is for one- year courses to train unem- 
ployed or serving teachers and others with suit- 
able qualifications to teach those subjects the 
Chancellor called “particularly important to our 
industrial strategy”. These me mathematics, 
science, crafts, design and technology. 

Such a plan is long overdue. The shortages have 
been apparent for many years and in the key 
subject of mathematics have been getting steadily 
worse. Last year about 1,800 more well qualified 
mathematics teachers were needed according to 
tlie Department of Education and Science’s own 
estimates. In craft and design the country was 
520 teachers short in 1976 and in physics 420 
short. There are, however, indications of a steady 
improvement in physics which, if continued, 
would have resulted In enough physics teachers 
in a few years' time. 

The details of this retraining programme are 
not yet clear — to the Government or anyone else. 
What is proposed is that the Department of 
Employment— not the Department of Education 
and Science which is normally responsible for 
teacher training — should pay for it through tho 
Training Services Agency. 

The agency has yet to work out exactly how 
titis will be done with the local authorities and 
the DES. The rough idea put forward is that 
through the local authorities the TSA will pay 
grants to suitable entrants or re-entrants. 

The DES announced plans of its own for 
retraining mathematics and craft teachers earlier 
this year but these looked pretty certain to foun- 
der because local authorities themselves wero 
expected to foot the bill. The latest plan to pro- 
vide grants from central government funds is 
bound to revitalize the plans for one-ycar courses 
tlio Department was asking colleges to draw up.

There should be a high level, bide- 
paudent inquiry into the causes of 
West Indian children’s lack of 
achievement in schools, and vvlipt Is 
needed to improve it This U a 
central recommendation of the latest 
report from tho House of Commons 
Select Committee on Race Relations 
and Immigration, published this 
week, Which focuses on West Indian 
problems. 

The Department of Education 
and Science comes in for consider 
able bashing. TSte committee recog- 
nizes that its last report persuaded 
the DES to set up assessment and 
disadvantage units. But it believes 
not nearly enough has been done. 

The Department could have given 
a clearer and more consistent lead 
in reviewing the number of West 
Indians referred to ESN schools. It 
should know numbers, rather thart 
deal in impressions: the committee 
recommends that statistics of West 
Indian children in ESN schools 
should be published and carefully 
monitored. 

The DES should ulso issue a 
circular about recent good practices, 
emphasizing the importance of 
consultation with parents and with 
representatives of the local West 
Indian people.

Cuts threat to 
colleges 
clearing house 

The Central Register aud Clearing 
House which processes applications 
Eor college places from would-bc 
tcnchcrs has fallen victim to the 
cuts- in teacher training. 

Because fewer places are now 
available for prospective teachers, 
the clearing house is facing finan- 
cial problems which threaten its 
survival. The £3 a head charged 
to students mid the £2.25 paid by 
colleges for each admission did not 
raise enough money last year to 
meet the clearing house's running 
costs. There was a deficit of £9,753.

improve the teaching of literacy 
and numeracy in primary schools 
with large numbers of West Indian 
children, and special ■attention 
should be given to their difficulties 
in adjusting to secondary schools.

year. This is also the case with physics 
and chemistry. 

There are a number of reasons for this. 
First, pupils choose their courses for rhe 
last two years during their third year. 
They do this through a series of consulta- 
tions with parents mid teachers. If these 
people have not questioned iltcir own 
assumptions about sex roles — and in my 
cxperience few have — female pupils need 
courage and conviction lo opt for tradi- 
tionally male subject areas. Some parents 
will support their dnughrers who want to 
follow the sciences, bin class divisions 
make it less likely that n working class 
girl will lie encouraged to opi for subjects 
which do inn match with rhe likelihood of 
her early marriage and motherhood. 

Free choice in such options is fre- 
quently made more difficult by the group- 
ing of options. The 1LHA report on mixed 
ability teaching indicates that the fourth 
year option system often divides the abili- 
ties deliberately. Able girls can find Lltein- 
selves forced to choose between arts and 
sciences just as perniciously as uf old, 
unless a “non-sexist’' awareness in com- 
piling the options hns been built in. 

No subject urea i.s free of sexism, some 
overt, some less so. His-tory, not her-tory, 
is taught. The massive contribution Df 
women in general is ignored in fnvour of 
a Few queens, and stock non-conformists 
like Florence Nightingale and Edith 
Covell. English is no better. The vast 
majority of books studied for literature 
examinations have male protagonists. 
Most literary female diameters conform

This increases the image of 
such subjects as masculine or feminine, 
and makes a choice against the grain by a 
girl even more difficult. 

Sexism and how it affects lonelier atti- 
tudes Inis been scarcely lunched upon by 
lesearch. Cinniium sense observation indi- 
cates ilmi there are significant differences 
in the way luachers of either sex interact 
with their pupils. Academic expectation 
Inis been shown in lie crucial. I would sug- 
gest that, among other things, girls’ per- 
ceptions nf the roles educated women, 
i e teachers, take in schools, depress even 
farther their career expectations. 

Without any research Lo hack nte up, 
l would suggest that in coeducation more 
males than funtules hold responsible posts, 
mid that women in secondary schools 
holding senior posts are ambivalent about 
how their authority mid femininity can 
be maintained. Teaching has been the 
educated female’s traditional career, hut 
those who are successful have not notice- 
ably encouraged younger women to be 
ambitious. 

Combining teaching with motherhood 
has always been a popular concept, since 
a gup in such a career was not disastrous. 
But the new maternity leave regulations, 
combined with the restrictions on tempor- 
ary appointments due to the cuts, make 
employing a man a chenper and more 
stable choice. The last of the women who 
made teaching a career lifter the war tire 
retiring, llnwlhy and others convinced 
many educated women to leave the class- 
room for the home in the 1950s. The pre- 
sent cuts hit part-timers, women mostly, 
hardest. I ant extremely pessimistic that 
wc shall ever have a range of female age 
and experience in school stuffs to attack 
the masculine ethos, and open up oppor- 
tunities fnr girls. 

An added difficulty for a. girl who is 
looking for wider job opportunities than 
the trn-ditinnal “ working with people ” 
type of expectation, is that the careers 
Information in schools is sexist.

position between Lite schools’ _ and 
employers' demands. It seems unfair to 
ask them to take on the battle of the 
sexes in employment, but there is no 
doubt that they could make a difference. 

A positive attitude towards breaking, 
the sex definitions of jobs, and direct en- 
cnui-ageinent to pupils and parents, could 
open the door for many girls. The Careers 
Research and Advisory Centre seems the 
only body to have made a positive move 
in this direction, with their book Male 
and Female (1974). 

Some efforts are being mode to counter 
sexism in schools. They most frequently 
take the form of personal relations, socio- 
logy type of courses, which go some way 
towards attacking sex roles. Some 
women’s studies courses have been star- 
ted, but these are In embryo slage, and 
may only serve .the same function as the 
black studies courses in the early seven- 
ties — to raise toaclier-consciousness. 

There is a danger they may meet the 
same fate, discontinuation, unless women 
teachers combine to build a course to 
tench throughout thq system. 

The series The Gender Trap has provi- 
ded schools with a very useful beginning, 
but there is no doubt that such material 
aimed at the root of governmental organ- 
ization will be opposed. t Government 
equal-opportunity /pay legislation Is part 
of the battle, but we need to look Jong 
and hard at the curriculum and teacher 
attitudes if these pieces of legislation aro 
to be of any use. 

Governing bodies of schools have a role 
to ploy ns well, by asking about sexism 
in their own school’s curriculum, and 
questioning tlieir own attitudes when In- 
terviewing staff. I have heard candidates 
criticized, in one case for having doubts 
about following Her husband when he 
changed counties, and another for giving 
the women’s movement as one of her 
interests., . . , • _ . . „ . 

Mrs. Colquhoun and the Equal Oppor- 
tunities Commission, whom she has asked 
to investigate the school attended by tna 
girl referred to, will find even more 
Stone Age atti tunes if they look al schools 
more widely. It will be interesting then 
to see whether anything is done. 

As a result of fears of .racial conflict 
in schools, most, authorities have inspec- 
tors, advisors aiid resource centres whose 
role it is to help teachers and schools deal 
with prejudice In the curriculum and 
relationships. When shall we get the 
same resources to fight the greater preju- 
dice against females ? ; 

Teachers are sexist because it is_ deep 
within us all ; but as with all prejudice 
we' need help and resources towards 
understanding and change. '

Of the department meeting that same 
night she comments: "Couldn’t concen- 
trate on a word of what we were supposed 
to read— really couldn’t take anything in. 
Quite got into the discussion — seemed a 
bit more practical. By the end of the 
meeting I was feeling much more 
relaxed”. . , . , 

Where there Is a pastoral system winch 
sees itself, and is seen, as responsible for 
discipline in the srhool, there can be 
tensions created in the minds of ordinary 
teachers. One teacher refers to .the year- 
tutor meeting, whore staff were asked ! 
to work hrfrder to control behaviour in ' 
corridors. She adds: "Pretty soon «H of 
us will be getting authoritarian beyond 
reason, just because it seems the only 
possible way to cope.” 

Apart from other members of the 
department, adults coming into the class- 
room have a variety of effects. Terry 
sums up well a common reacLion in 
having students. Oii Monday he jvrites: 
‘‘The mere presence Of students has a 
nasty habit* of making you see things in 
the way you teach a class which are 
inadequate, or children In that cluss to 
whom you are not giving enough atten- 
tion. 1 don’t find students good for my j 
self-esteem, but grudgingly admit that ! 
they’re probably good for my teaching.” | 

Another teacher, a probationer, des- 
cribes her own and the classes’ reaction 
Lo a visit from a senior member of staff: 
"Last two lessons— they’re 10 minutes 
late, very noisy. I was just getting thlm | 
hi to line outside the door trying to work «.!

This is drama we hid 
prepared the day before. ( was slightly 
apprehensive because the year luinr 
was next door, and wouldn't lie very 
sympathetic to loo much noise." 

Grain, ill rough out his diary, records 
ihe friisrruiion lie felt in negotiating un 
issue iv i tli senior slHff. There is a sense 
in which the discussion operutes nn two 
levels, one an educational one, the other 
to do with personalities. Grant's first 
session, with one of the senior stuff on 
Monday, lasted an hour. 

lie writes: “ ... a sense of a iry out: 
this isn’t the real one, i found myself 
thinking. It’s n testing out or posit ions. . . . 
We bud two interruptions : both served lo 
lessen i lie formality of the meeting. Ir 
finished politely, anyway, with my 
suggesting that we postpone further dis- 
cussion until we could meet with all the 
teachers in question, and the head." 

After school on Thursday Grant was 
given a memorandum, without comment, 
which seemed lo preclude further dis- 
cussion iu any form. Grant commented : 
"The problem of all this is not just that 
it's a waste of energy and often irrele- 
vant to education, but that the whole 
process is destructive of the necessary 
relationships ihur should undeiiy n com- 
mon effort and joint concern ’ for the 
pupils." 

Another concern of our week was 
import am but time-consuming union 
business. Little Ilford School, where 30 
members had been suspended from the 
NUT, is the closest secondary school io 
ours, and views on this matter had caused 
controversy among the staff. Most depart- 
ment members felt the issues involved 
in be important, nnd though union inetsi- 
1 in i* s look up lime, they mudu an effort to 
utu-nd them. 

Often they were a cause of frustration, 
as one person comments: "Funny how 
meetings really affect work — union meet- 
ings of the past week have been so 
frustrating that the kids must have felt 
my anger In some way.” Decisions had lo 
he made about joining a strike oil Novem- 
ber 17 lino ffici nlly. 

c ‘ I’m still not decided about the un- 
official action question, but now I've got 
lill Thursday ro decide. . . , (Tlturx.] 
Went ro meeting and decided hud to go as 
delegate. Believe iu it." . 

“ Lunchtime we had the meeting to 
discuss action on ' November 17, and 
although I didn't agree to it at the meet- 
ing I found that hy the end of the day ! 
luid agreed to be in the delegation und it 
looked as though 1 would orobably go. 1 
felt concerned but nervous. 

“ Feel pressure on me to join the strike 
on November 17, but I'm worried about 
it . . . one teacher wus persuusive at 
break, and I can see the point of It all, 
and in other circumstances I would go 
out (but that’s easy to say)." 

The exercise of keeping diaries has 
raised a number of issues we have not 
considered, before. For -example, the 
interpretation of the differences in 
tcacher-pupH interaction between upper 
arid lower - school classes has proved 
particularly controversial. 

Further, we saw that in llmt week we 
had not made explicit ninny fundamental 
educational ideas. Ins tend, iL seemed to 
us, the development of a coin moil view 
of our subject came most fully through 
the leaching relationships of a group of 
teachers, constantly exchanging advice 
and ideas, and accepting, in large mea- 
sure, joint responsibility for the work of 
a department. The problems that were 


thrown up not only made an impact cm 
the individual, but affeqted the depart- 
ment. ton. 

From rime to time it is necessary to 
stand hack: ihe diaries have provided us 
with one wuy of doing that.

A snmlL piece of research carried 
out at the end of Inst summer term 
provides some support for this view. 

Children in four primary schools 
in a largely rural authority were 
given n list of 10 statements about 
teachers. The list was handed out 
by myself, and one teacher in each 
of the other three schools, all of us 
being responsible for the top junior 
class. 

The children were given the list 
as part of u normal lesson an charac- 
ter types, and no timo limit was 
imposed lor currying out the tusk. 
They were asked not to put their 
names oil the papers, but simply to 
indicate their sex, and the namo of 
the secondary school to which they 
were transferring in the autumn. 

All four schools were situated 1 In 
a sizable country town, where 
children still underwent selection 
at 11. Of the 58 boys and 54 girls 
who completed the lists, 20 and 16 
respectively were due to attend a 
grammar school in the autumn. (Of 
die rest, nvrt boys had been allo- 
cated to an ESN(M) school: their 
replies wore not included in the 
analysis.) The remainder were 
destined for sccondnry moderns. 

The children were asked to rank 


in order, according to which they 
thought must accurate, a scries uf 10 
statements about teacher behaviour 
and personality. The statements 
concerned teachers' patience, sonse 
of humour, capacity to listen to 
pupils, to show interest in their 
work, and to give equal attention 
to members of u class. Five of the 
statements were classified as posi- 
tive, five as negative. It was ex- 
plained to the children that, in 
ranking the statements, they should 
have in mind their general experi- 
ence of teachers since the day Llicy 
started In the infant or nursery 
school. 

Clearly the size of sample, to- 
gether with the somewhat provoca- 
tive nature of the statements, 


would not satisfy more professional 
researchers. Given such qualifica- 


tions. the results nevertheless seem 
striking in several respects, 

First, substantially more than a 
third of the children (42 per cent) 
ranked “Teachers often shout too 
much" as die most accurate state- 
ment about teacher behaviour. Per- 
haps equally surprisingly, of those 
who placed dins item at the top 
of dioir list, 75 per cent were boys, 
usually thought to be less sensitive

per cunt- The most interesting point 
about tihese two groups— which to- 
gether comprised almost half the 
sample — was that an overwhelming 
majority (88 per cent) were to be 
found in die secondary modern 
group. Assuming at least some sub- 
stance to dieir perceptions, Is iL 
more likely that poor performance 
preceded die perceived behaviour 
of die teachers, or was significantly 
affected by it? 

Third, there appeared to be a 
significant difference between the 
buys and the girls in relation to 
teachers' tarlk. While 78 per cent of 
die girts marked the statement 
"Tea elvers allow us plenty of timo 
to talk about our work” in one of 
the first three positions, onl^ 24 


Other findings arc worth men- 
tioning briefly. Of those whu rated 
highly the statement " Teachers 
usually have, a good sense of 
humour ", a higher proportion than 
would be expected statistically came 
from the grammar school group. A 
similar conclusion could be drawn 
from the statement "Teachers are 
usually patient and polite’*, especi- 
ally where the boys weic concerned.

Perhaps as teachers we should 
think nioro about the effect our 
classroom behaviour has oil child- 
ren. Perhaps also we should con- 
duct more small-scale internal 
research of this kind, to offset the 
broad and often crude generaliza- 
tions which emerge from large-scale 
research projects, which full to take 
any account of children’s views on 
questions affecting learning.

Where teachers nave the dedica- 
tion, integrity, sensitivity and 
stamina, I believe die infants’ 
school should be reaching due Into 
the pre-school life of the duld at 
home, fbr. rhe benefit of all con- 
cerned.

We have been running a scheme to 
foster a greater interest in reading 
among the 10 to 11 -year-olds in our 
school, which is in an educational 
priority area of Sheffield. We 
decided to bring the children Into 
contact with people who write 
books, speak about them, use them 
to make films and plays. VYe bought 
a large selection of paperbacks, ond 
did much to mtmlwurk m encourage 
the children In select, book 
arc interesting uud demanding 

Each child won given a “ review” 
book, in which to keep a personal 
record of books rcadj under head- 
ings such as selling, characters, plot 
and opinions. They linve token a 
pride in thoir reviews, and guinod 
a clearer insight Into tho hooks. 
Each half term they liavo gathered 
together informally, presented thoir 
reviews to each other, nnd answered 
questions. Those meetings have 
been popular ; In flddillon to book 
reviews, groups of children have 
brought tapes from home, on which 
they have recorded their dramatized 
Ideas of extracts from books. 

The main emphasis was on invit- 
ing speakers who presented aspects 
uf reading and lltarnture. in various 
ways. They include a local v based 
HMI, an English adviser, an educa- 
tion officer from the BBC, lecturers 
from a college of education, inter- 
ested teachers and older pupils from 
Sheffield schools, and John Rowe 
Townsend, Invited through the Arts 
Council’s “ Writers In Schools 
schema. 

The speak ere presented a particu- 
lar theme, or the work of on author, 
bringing the books to life by the use 
of tapes, slides, videotapes, 
book displays, or lively readings. 
For example, a speaker from Lviiu.u 
Sheffield todk the themo of 
" trouble in the family . He 
worked with small groups of child 
ren, • improvising on this theme. 
After reading extracts from books, 
he was able to show the children 
how their dramatization and under 
standing of a situation improved 
following reading. Like most or the 
bpeakers, he left the children with 
suggestions about books they could 
read themselves. The children were 
very keen to read these, arid would 
clamour for available copies. 

We feel the scheme Is proving a 
success. The children’s attitude 
towards reading has completely 
changed. Before, it was one of 
apathy, whqro they ofteij chose 
uninteresting and undemanding 

books merely to ha Vo a .reading 
book” in their desks- ■. 


Now they are much more discrimi- 
nating, aware of authors, and what 
to look for in a book. They read a 
wider range of books ; they road far 
more books ; more difficult books ; 
and they spend a lot more of their 
own time reading. 

We keep a record nf the hooks 
the children read, which gives some 
indication of the amount nf read- 
ing they are doing, and the chanaa 
in the type of books they are tack- 
ling. For example, In two terms 
John, with a reading age of 8.7, 
has read C mu boys ana Wild Horsos 
followed by two other Wild West 
readers, then progressed to The 
Iron Man, Here Comes Thursday , 
The Otterbury Incident, Fish. Tha 
Weathermonger, The Loss of The 
Night Wind, The Little Car, On 
The Run and T7te Intruder. Simi-

From the standpoint of science 
education, ilie educarioual structure 
in the Muslim world can be divided 
iino three categories: the tradi- 
tional, the “ modern “ and die new 
universities. 

The syllabuses of the traditional 
institutions do not normally include 
sciences, except perhaps at a very 
elementary level. The “modern” 
educational institutions were, by 
and large, inherited from the 
colonial administrators and include 
science syllabuses modelled on die 
western systems of education. Those 
institutions are well established 
and teach well-established courses 
— some of them over two decades 
or so out of dote and many bearing 
little relevance to the needs of the 
indigenous society. The third 
category consists of newer regional 
universities and colleges that have 
developed only in die last 10 to 
15 years. Most of these Institutions 
are strongly technically biased, 
but at 'the same time they are 
also, to some extent, Islamically 
orientated.

Iraq’s medical 
revolution 



J. P. Ptij'iie on I r:igi 
medical education, and its 
close links with Britain 


Medical education in Iraq follows 
closely the pattern of ihe British 
system : for example, the Medical 
College of Baghdad, founded in 
1926, based its curriculum nod train- 
ing methods nn rlic Edinburgh 
Mutlicul School. Apart finm bring 
the oldest, Baghdad Mcdic.il College 
is also the largest of the medical 
schools in Iraq and expects to 
graduate about 350 doctors this 
year. It now forms part of the great 
new complex known as Medical City 
on the East Bank of the Tigris north 
of the old city centre. 

In 1954 an off-shoot of the Bagh- 
dad Medical College was opened in 
Mosul some 200 miles to ihe north. 
This school has now attained inde- 
pendent status and graduates about 
150 doctors each year. In the somli 
at Basra a third medical school, 
producing 100 doctors each year, 
was founded in 1967. 

More recently a second university, 
the University of Mustansirlya, has 
been set up in Baghdad. It admitted 
Its first students tills year. 

Thus, by the early 1980s the 
medical schools in Iraq should be 
graduating more than 600 doctors 
annually. Even so, with a population 
of more than 10m that number of 
doctors will need to be increased 
substantially If the country’s health 
needs are to be met. 

Undergraduate teaching is i D 
English. However, it Is government 
polity to switch to Arabic and this 
was planned to take place last year. 
But the difficulties are formidable 
and it may yet be several years ‘ 
befoiu the changeover can be com- 
pleted.

But the might of Islam did not 
silccu mb until tdie early 18th 
century, the era which witnessed 
the simultaneous disintegration of 
three mighty empires : the Ottoman, 
the Safavid and tho Mogul. Persia’s 
seventeenth century, with philo- 
sophers and scientists of the calibre 
nf Mullah Sadra and Shaikh Baha’i, 
is ns brilliant as any previous 
phase In her history. The decadence 
of Islam is a recent phenomenon, 
characterized by sudden and spec- 
tacular decline. 

One enuse of the current identity 
crisis from which all Islam suffers 
is that in the post-colonial period 
the universities were token over 
lock, stock and barrel from the 


occupying powers. The^ were feeble 
imitations, bearing little resemb- 
lance to their originals. 

Not all is gloom, however. In 
Persia, Sayyicf Husain Nasr, who 
holds degrees in philosophy and 
scienco from Harvard and the 
Massachusetts Institute of Tech no- 
logy, has founded the Arya Mehr 
Universities (at Teheran and Isfa- 
han), structured according to the 
Islamic conception of knowledge. 
These universities eschew the 
specialization inseparable from the 
modern western system and seek to 
fuse science and philosophy. 

It is still too early to predict svtc- 
cess, but however opaque the future 
one thing is certain : at the moment 
they are, educationally, Islam’s big- 
gest hope.

On the basis of these ideas, a con- 
ference was planned. It was felt that 
education was the problem urn of our 
Muslim country but of all Muslim coun- 
tries and a large number of scholars arc 
needed to tackle this problem. Hence this 
conference wus called by King Abdul 
Aziz University— a conference supported 
now by His Majesty the King and the 
entire Saudi government. More than 160 
scholars are coming from abroad and 
more than 120 local scholars are partici- 
pating. 

OBJECTIVES 

1. To define the principles, aims and 
methodology of the Islamic concept 
of education ; 

2. To suggest ways and means of realiz- 
ing the above principles in practice ; 
and 

3. To formulate methods of securing 
mutual understanding and coopera- 
tion among Muslim scholars all over 
the world. 

The first objective implies that wc 
want the scholars to define in concrete 
terms the alms of education from the 
Islamic point of view. This further 
Implies that the Islamic concept of 
human nature has to be stated clearly 
and we should know how education can 
train sensibility in order to enable man 
to proceed in die path of righteousness 
that leads to his destiny as Khali fotull ah 
(God's vice-regent). As this cannot be 
done without indicating the relationship

sensibility, u re-clahsificnlion of all exist- 
ing branches of knowledge has to be done. 

The second objective deals with con- 
crete methods of realizing the above goal. 
We expect that scholars will indicate all 

basic problems in various fields of know- 
ledge and suggest research projects and 
projects for preparing textbooks and also 
recommend ways and raetjods of tri lining 
■wad recruiting teachers so that tne rignc 
tort of training for pupils may be secured. 

But as all these cannot be n acb, *?fj? 
without mutual cooperation and unaer 
standing Tmong the scholars of different 
Muslim countries the third object tve has 
heen laid down. The conference ^ expec- 
ted to suggest ways and means oF over- 
coming language barriers, securing a com- 
mon language for the Muslim wo “ d ®”r- 
gettiug scholars and opinions excliangoiw 

Along with this the conference sccre-, 
lariat lias carried out an extensive survey 
of education of Muslims both m the 
Muslim world and the non-Muslim world. 
These surveys throw considerable i ngnr 
on the present condition of education oi 
Muslim children. The conference is 
expected to suggest solutions for prou> 
lems not only for the Muslim world but- 
also for Muslim children in the non- 
Muslim world. * 

We hope that these deliberations will, 
be of use for non-Miislims as well because 
the aims of education and tha methods or 
realising fhese alma will deal with some 
fundamental metaphysical questions 
which non-Muslims, especially in the 
West, will find, we hope, helpful and 
suggesrive for themselves and their.

Muslims, is the existence of two 
parallel sysLoms of public uducu- 
non, parallel and, 50 or GO veers 
ajjo, one would have said, competi- 
tive, One is called traditional and 
the other modern. 

The first is represented by iusti- 
f niton s styled Madrasahs whoso 
curricula and syllabuses have 
contained unchanged for centuries, 
and which refuse to take uotico of 
whet is usually described us mod- 
ern developments in ideas and 
knowledge. Their students limit 
themselves to what tha West calls 
theology. They study no sciences 


Apart from its association wiUi the 
history of colonial rule, it is 
viewed with hostility because it is 
bused on a system of vnlues and 
assumptions antithetical to Islam, 
and because the graduates it turns 
out nave a difficult time fitting 'in 
with the traditional structure of 
their social life. Many prove mis- 
fits Hiid rebels. 

If one of the purposes of eduen-

Saudi Arabia 1ms declared that tlie 
basis of its educntiim is “ Belief in 
Allah ns ihc only Lord, Islam us 
tho True Religion mid Miilinnimad 
(peace and blessing of Allah he on 
him) as tho Prophet mid die Mes- 
senger of Allah ". 

After_ stating 27 propositions 
concerning various aspects of fit i ill 
regarding society, progress mid 
achievement in tiio context of 
Islam the declaration asserts tiie 
aim of education as the correct and 
comprehensive iiiKlcrstiiiiiling of 
Islam, the inculcation of Islamic 
values Hnd the acquisition of ull 
kinds of knowledge In order to 
make Individuals useful members 
Of a Muslim community. 

On the basis of tills declaration 
Saudi Arabia started expanding her 
education system; But within the 
last 30 years instead of nu inte- 
grated system, three systems have 
so far emerged: Durul-Tnwhecil 

system m which there is n genuine 
attempt to integrate the old roli- 
gious system and the modern sys- 
tem; the modern system with a 
heavy load of religious subjects 
and new kinds of religious in liver- 
slues such as Medina University. 

Tlie Darul-Tawhecd system was 
started^ in Talf in 13G4 ah (1944 
ad). The aim was to produce 
experts In Islamic jurisprudence. 
It also aimed at providing students 
with a wide perspective in their 
curriculum with arithmetic, history, 
literature and rhetoric. The teach- 
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li^iu .m* drawn mainly from 
Al-Azhar University in Egypt. 

A modern residential system was 
introduced and students were 
encouraged to have eiucrtainniems 
oi tlieir own In their club, 
icucnei's and students joined in 
common picnics urrnngcd for dif- 
ferent groups. Touching methods 
were revised and instead of just 
initialing or copying tlie leuchor, 
students wera encouraged to usk 
^ u >,f lons a,ld think for tliem selves.

It is clear that every philosophy 
of education, In which tlioru is no 
room for f uers of 11 Eo nnd death 
nnd lha Justification of a moaning 
for tho whole iinlvcrso could 
hardly lead to harmony in educa- 
tional endeavour or to tho tilling 
of thc gup between educational 
views and their satisfactory appli- 
cation. 

On the contrary, the culture of a 
traditonol society is dominated by 
harmony and unity. All branches 
of social life arc deeply integrated. 
Education is on integral part of 
life and so arc philosophy and 
knowledge, and these are deeply 
interrelated. 

This close relation between phyl- 
o sophy, knowledge and education 
is of great significance in anv 
traditional culture because the reali- 
zation of the Ultimate Reality of 
the Absolute Truth occurs through 
tlie channel of spiritual training. 
The revelation or the existing 
spiritual doctrine usually provides 
a theoretical foundation, which 
describes the structure of Renlity 
and tho structure of human con- 
sciousness, the ontological stotus of 
the world and of all creatures in- 
cluding human beings, and desoibes 
tho way In which this reality is 
experienced by means oF spiritual 
training. 

Because of this, there exists a 
sharp distinction between a tradi* 
tlonal and a modern philosophy, 
and consequently between a tradi- 
tional philosophy of education and 
a modern one. ...... . 

Values have a defined hierarchy, 
Behaviour is structured, and stab- 
1 ility appears in life. This stability 
| and unity in a traditional culture 
i are doubtless of a celestial nature. 
i Without the interference of God In 
t our worldly life, unity (by which 
i vve- do not mean uniformity) could 
i never appear in social life, nor 
? could this stability last for cen- 
. turies, ns is the case in Islamic 

i civilization. 

If any further example Is 
- deemed necessary, one would com* 

> pare the modem humanistic chili- 


zation nf our age with die tradi- 
tional civilizrttiim which- existed 
before the Renaissance iu Europe. 

The luck of unity, linniiciiiy nnd 
stability in a culture works against 
tho success nf any worthy caucu- 
tinnal niin. Iu the modern world, 
rhutigu lias buc-n taken il tuple ally

with the guild and as u sign nf 
progress.

ciiango causes anxiety unci inse- 
curity In human beings, especially 
In children mid young jicuple. Nn 
real education can bo successful in 
a society where values, beliavinur, 
attitudes nnd Rhus change over- 
night. Tlie chaotic situation In 
modem industrial nmiona is the 
result of this fact, that tlie stable 
core of the culmro hits become 
eclipsed. Anyone cati offer tvlint- 
ever lie wants to children, young 
people and adults provided that ho 
gets a job as a teacher. 

Furthermore, it is also of crucial 
importance to notice that those 
social and philosophical schools liko 
Marxism and Socialism, which sup- 
port radicnl change pnd tho res- 
tructuring of society, and attack 
severely tlie traditional stable 
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tructuriog of society, and attack 
severely tlie traditional stable 
societies, are striving paradoxically 
to establish a stable utopia, a class- 
less society which will attain ever- 
lasting peace. 

It is absurd to deny that change 
takes place witlifn a traditional 
society, although surely the pur* 

R ose, kind and place of this' change 
ave not the same nature os In a 
modem society. Changes in a tradi- 
tional society, .however, nro 
directed towards the iuner world 
of human beings, and nobody U 
exempted from this inner change 
except those who according to tha 
Qur'an “ have hearts, but under- 
stand not with them; they hava 


hence the Truth as Absolute) lha 
end of Lhis way Is immersed In tha 
Infinite. 

Now, in this challenging situa- 
tion, It seems helpful describe 
the Islamic view of 'man, which 
clear* tlie ground for a theoretical 
philosophy of education. Before 
being created man existed in tha 
knowledge of God. But because 
Gnd's grace does not cease, accord- 
ing 10 tlie saying of Islamic mystics 
and philosophers, creation occiu-a. 

And so man becomes separated 
from iiis origin, and comes to this 
world ns a stranger, nnd because of 
tin's separation Tie feels sad until 
ho Ileal's again the voice of Gad 
s uyiiig *! return unto thy Lord ”. 
Then lha Qur'an points to the 
ontological aspect of man, ns fol- 
lows : “We created mini of sperm- 
drop." 

According lo Muslim altitudes 
the human mind is impotent to 
perceive any relation ami propor- 
tion between the microscopic 
sperm and wander nf thu human 
forii l, if we overlook the hidden 
luiiicl of tho primordial Fainter, 
who always and without interrup- 
tion I* acting according in the 
Qm-'nnic expression “everyday lie 
is upun some labour Wo can 
detuer His hand behind the miracu- 
lous scene of creation, provided 
that our Intellect Is not corrupted 
and clouded by pure human senti- 
mentalities. 

After tlio ontological aspect of 
man, attention is paid in Islam to 
the relation of mail and God. Hila 
relation has two aspects, both of 
great significance from an educa- 
tional point of view. In ono aspect, 
the negative, man is a creature of 
restriction. In the other (tho pos- 
itive) lie partakes of the transcen- 
dental. ■- . . 

According to the first, man is a 
forgetful being, because of Wa 
najsu-l ammarjh (carnal soul), and 
ns a result he may rebel against 
God. But the second aspect of 
this relation refers to man as die 
imago of God” or as Khahfat 
aim (God*s vice-regent). In this

Qualities, of <k>d. Therefore man 
can realize the Absolute. 

The realization of the true 
nature of man, which Is identified 
with man as tlie “ Imaga of Goa , 
is possible only, by contemplation 
and pravor, according to the fol- 
lowing verse (and also many other 
verses) of the Qur’an: “end servo 
thy Lord, until the certainty comes 
to then/' And this certainty, 
which comes direct from God, can 
be experienced in the heart and 
not in the mind, for tlie, human 
brain can never escape us own 
limitations and its owu agitations. 
But the human heart, when it Is 
polished by tho remembrance of 
God, can receive the grace of 
Heaven, and so realize the ‘Irani. 
Ffence the significance of the culti- 
vation of the heart In Islamic edu- 
cation.

This altitude is bred by a deep 
faith in God and a wholehearted 
acceptance of a Cod-given moral 
code. The permanence, necessity 
and Kignificauce of such a code for 
the natural development of a ratio- 
nal and .spiritual being like 111.111 is 
evpei-ieiici'ii iiihJ understood by ilu; 
fippilcaiinri and flic o perm inn of 
those principles In Nature,- society 
and history. 

A siiidonr who receives this type 
of education grown up us a iiariuu- 
nious, equable and righteous being 
with f a i ill mid trust In God’s Infinite 
Mercy and His Invincible justice 
and lives in harmony and not in 
conflict with Nature. 

ire also believes that man' is nut 
just a creature of this enrth but u 
spiritual being gifted with miesti- 
mated and inestimable power in 
control and govern the universe 
under the authority of God, a 
being whose life therefore extends 
beyond this world into n region 
where Ills own consciousness will 
fully reassert itself and make him 
realize the effect of his actions on 
his own being. 

Thus he gets pleasure in doing 
good and he dislikes or hates doing 
evil because he knows bis' pond 
deeds do good to himself ana his 
evil action docs harm to himself. 

It is obvious that -this type of 
education cannot be imparted eas- 
ily in a society which hns lost its 
religious moorings. This is what 
lias happened in the West. Though 
there are various religious groups 
In Europe and Amenta carrying 
oil their missionary udivitic.vs 
rtefrher the authorities in their 
society nor most Df their intellec- 
tuals accept the religions code as 



an Inevitable and unquestioned 
uomi providing them with un- 
written assumptions, 

Since ihe Renaissance this pro- 
cess of dethroning has been going 
on niui in the twentieth century 
liie i ii i oil ecu nils have succeeded ill 
breaking loose from ivlinr they con- 
sidered as their bondage. The 
i osuii is thaL they have becomo 
disarrayed, each individual claim- 
ing liis philosophy as the only cor- 
rect guidance for himself and 
sometimes propounding that with 
missionary zeal for others. 

When such an individual philoso- 
phy catches the mind of n powerful 
eioii|i it is turned into a dogma. 
Marxism is such an outcome. For 
the sukc of security in u rootless 
society some people have ucceptcd 
this new dogma and with religious 
fervour have turned their society 
lino a dogma- controlled community. 

This implies that religious 
groups are no longer dominating 
the social scene in the West and 
hence all branches of knowledge 
have on central, integral ing force. 

I hat is why after the Second 
World War the Presidents of 
American unlversiiies met In Har- 
vard University in 1957 and divided 
knowledge into three branches — 
humanities, natural sciences and 
social sciences— left out divinity, 
uiid decided on a core curriculum 
for nil undergraduates who were 
asked to tuke at least one course 
from each uf the three. 

They thou gilt that thus they 
would he Hide in build up in each 
.student an all-round democratic 
personality. This men ns they 
thought thut democracy .provides a 
complete solution for the society.

What about mnn’s spiritual crav- 
ings? What about the relationship 
that exists between spiritual reali- 
zation nud the essence of moral 
values? Whin about die integral 
rchuinnsliij) between moral values 
mid human action in a socloi and 
cultural -Sul-lip ? Can demnci Hcy 
take rhe place uf religion ? 

These questions have not been 
answered nor can they he answered 
when society is suffering from 
voo ilcssn css. The Muslim world has 
been invaded by this western civili- 
zation. This feeling of rdotlcssncss 
has already entered Muslim society 
because our intellectuals arc now 
educated in tile West, being brain- 
washed and returning to their own 
countries after rending textbooks 
filled with ideas which contradict 
their traditional assumptions. 

Even in iheir own countries the 
traditional system has been super- 
seded by the modern system which 
has been borrowed from the West- 
As a result the textbooks and 
courses and even the methods of 
teaching are creating doubts In die 
minds of students to the fundamen- 
tal tenets nnd assumptions of Islam 
instead of reinforcing faith in God 
and purifying the sensibility of 
confusions and contradictions. 

The sponsors of this conference 
realized that if the intellectuals of 
rhe Muslim world do not stem the 
tide now by positing Islamic con- 
cepts in all branches of knowledge 
Hitd change the methodology from 
unbridled questioning to the 
exploration of the significance of 
everything for the sate of under- 
standing human life and external 
nature, that time is not far away 
when the tide will sweep away 


even the bed-rocks on which the 
structure of Muslim society is 
based. 

The method which traditionally 
Muslim widely and, in fuct, any 
rdigirui-huscd society always 
adopts and should adopt in order 
to preserve the society, is accept- 
ance nf values, ex peri mental reality 
bused on rhat acceptance and tho 
application in active life of tbe 
realization of truth through that 
experience. 

The method that modern educa- 
tion and modem civilization teach 
is questioning without any accepted 
norm and collection of data on tho 
basis of answers found or disco- 
vered. Thus, according to tiic pre- 
vious method the foundation of 
society is realized to be niurnlly 
.sound whereas according to the hit- 
ter, tho society is disturbed by 
individual realizations which are 
almost always conflicting, hetero- 
geneous nnd goalless. 

Muslim intellectuals arc expected 
now to justify their methods and ut 
the same time restate their trndi. 
tionnl ideas in the context of the 
new and formulate new concepts 
For new branches of knowledge by 
reasserting tho spiritual realization 
of truth ns enshrined in revelations 
from God. 

That these revelations have 
within them the source of all kinds 
of knowledge for the benefit of 
mankind has to bo shown to mod- 
ern man in order to convince him 
of the unending potentialities of 
Islam. 

Tin's job has now fallen to mod* 
ern intellectuals because these in- 
tellectuals have taken the place of 
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the older Ultima class. Instead of 
the older elites, it is this new clan 
which guides and governs the 
minds of younger generations, 
therefore educational reform is 
necessary. This is not just the 
reform of soma methods and tech- 
niques. Il is n reform of the basic 
concepts of sociology, economics, 
political science, psychology, his- 
tory and a rewriting of textbooks 
on the ham’s of Islamic concepts. It 
Is a gigantic task. 

For tho western nnd the entire 
secular World, this experiment will 
bo extremely valuable if the Mus- 
lim world can show the efficacy of 
these concepts in the form of Intel, 
lectunl growth without any loss of 
tile emotional stability thai faith in 
God uud a God-given code pro- 
vides. 

This may tints open tho eyes of 
secularists and strike a responsive 
cord in their hearts. They may 
begin tn think afresh nf Mun and 
nis nature and also re-think the 
necessity of providing sustenance 
ta human spirit. 


Many challenges have arisen, in the 
midst of man's confusion throughout 
die egos, but none perhaps more 
serious and destructive to man than 
today’s challenge posed -by Western 
civilization. I venture -to maintain 
that dhe greatost dhaUcnge uhet has 
surreptitiously arisen in. our age -Is 
the chaUengo of knowledge, indeed, 
not as against Ignorance. -but know- 
ledge as conceived and disseminated 
throughout the world by Western, 
civilization. Knowledge whose 
nuturo has becomo problematic 
because it has lost its true purpose 
due 4o being unjustly conceived, 
rod has thus brought about chaos 
in man’s life instead ol pence and 
justice, which pretends to be real 
but which is productive of confusion 
and scepticism, which has elevated 
doubt and conjecture to the '• scien-

Serving God and Mammon 


Saudi Arabia’s educational 
problems are those of 
affluence. How best to 
develop a high technological 
level of learning while at 
the same time preserving the 
teachings of Islam is a key 
predicament. Tim Devlin 
reports 

“Never”, said Mr Jimmy Hill. I ho 
football supremo of Saudi Arabia, 

■‘jii the course of human const ruc- 
tion has a nation attempted so much 
in so short a time.” Hu used 
Winston Church ill's imagery to 
show the enormity oF the task of 
creating a Saudi Arabian football 
team oE World Cup standard. Yet 
his task is nothing compared to 
that of Uie nation's education 
leaders. Money at present seems 
unlimited, but the lit e-span nf tlie 
oil-boom is not. 

Perhaps the greatest problem 
facing the nation is to continue to 
serve God and Mammon with equal 
fervour. For the santo educational 
policy which must meet the man- 
power needs of modern technology 
hat as its fundamental duty that of 
“acquainting the individual with 
his God ana religion nnd adjust ing 
his conduct in accordance with ihe 
teaching of religion in fulfilment 
of die needs of society. . .”. The 
Qur'an is both the country's Bible 
and Constitution. 

Saudi Arabia has been a unified 
country, only since 1932. Strict 
control of immigration and visits 
tends to maintain its isolation from 
the rest of rhe world, except for the 
small mens around Mecca and 
Medina which lire religious centres 
lor millions of pilgrims rum other 
Ukdim states. 

Ihe First regular Arab school was 
e-ioblishcd in judduli in uhmn I90U. 

A handful of Hashemite schools 
rare started idler iliu revolt 
against the Turks in 1914. Those 
schools came under ihe com ml nf 
; united Saudi Arabian Hducntiim 
Ministry in 1954. Yel in I9S8 there . 
were only a score of proper secon- 
dary and m-iintiry schools, and l he mi 
were for boys only. 

An attempt was in a do in the 
i»Os to start schools fur girls hut 
there was such ;m outcry against 
it that the first pilot girls’ schools 
had to be closed down. Then, in 
the 19GQs, with tlie help of the 
National Guard, who were called our 
to man the gates, IS schools fur 
Buis aged between six and 12 were 
opened in Riyudh.

We were spending E4,0Q0m 
on a secondary and primary popula- 
tion more than leu times the si'/o. 
Now Saudi Arabia will have easily 
outstripped lis, 

Thu hulk nf 1 lie Saudi iiltoc.uinn 
lias guile on buildings. Oil average 
one new school is being ciimplclcd 
in the Kingdom every three days 
and universities and colleges have 
been greatly expanded with the 
building of five universities. 

The greatest advances have been 
made in girls* cdiicuiiiin, which is 
run umirelv .sc]>aiately from buys 
and is supervised by tlie Girls’ Edu- 
cation Administration, Tlie first in- 
turniediute schools fur girls urpu 
from 12 m 15 were opened In 1963, 
a nd [he first secondary school for 
girls aged 15 In 18 two years later. 

Rv 1969 women were admitted to 
special girls '-only classes linked by 
closed circuit television to univer- 
sities in Riyadh and Jeddah mid to 
the College nf Education ill Mecca. 

In the early 1960s there were 10 
times ns many boys as girls in pri- 
mary schools In Saudi Arabia ; by 
1975 there were twice as many. And 
vet one wonders what opportunities 
ujrls in Saudi Arabia are being edu- 
cated for. Apart from teaching few 
careers are open tu them. The 
43- page booklet which contains the 
Kingdom's education policy devotes 
less than half a page to womens 
education. “The object ”, It says, 
“ is to bring her up in a sound 
Islamic way so that she cun fulfil 
her role in life as a successful 
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bruise wife, ideul wife and good 
inoiliei', und to prepare her for 
u tiler activities that suit her nuture 
such as teaching, nursing and medi- 
cine". 

The first five-year plan aimed to 
provide school for ns many pupils 
ns possible and reached its tarjxcL 
nf educating by 1975 some 530,000 
hoys, probably about twa-i birds of 
i hose In ihe country, and 271,000 
gills, probably .ihmu a iliiid. 

The second Tivc-year plan .linis in 
duu hie ill use iiumliers I »y 19 S(l and 
also in tackle one of iliu biggest 
problems facing the education 
system : the numbers whn fail in 
i-iimplolu the primary si ago and 
drop our. l'lipils ciinnm go un mull 
the next stage of schooling until 
they pass an examination und obtain 
a certificate. 

Figures show rh.it a] though there 
were 570(697 pupils ill primary 
schools in 1973-74 lliere were only 
about number 150,000 in ime-r- 
tnedinto and secondary schools. The 
biggest wastage is IicUvclmi ihe first 
two yeaisi of primary schooling, 
when more than about n fifth drop 
out. 

The second fivc-yenr plan is 
attempting tu bring a hour major 
changes m teaching. It aims to 
expand the numbers in icnchor- 
t raining institutions from 15,000 to 
27,000, so Llint the teaching force 
becomes mainly Saudi instead of as 
at present, mainly Egyptian and 
Palestinian. 

The difficulty here is enabling 
women trainees to go into the 
schools in rural areas, where they 
cannot live alone, but must stay 
with i-eiarions. Out of 1,500 who 
graduate a vear from the training 
colleges, oniv between 300 and 400 
go into the schools, 

Tiic plan also envisages the set- 
ting up of experimental schools and 
a rapid breakdown of the highly 
centralized system which now exists 
where textbooks and timetables are 
rigidly controlled. 

The plan will introduce a tech- 
nical revolution into education to 
train the middle managers the 
country badly needs. A Centre for 
Science and' Mathematics is tu be 
built in Riyadh, and four branch 
colleges, 12 new industrial education 
schools, five new agro-industrial, 
five new commercial schools and 
one high commercial institute al-e 
also planned. 

It is as if the nation was learning 
to walk, talk and fly all in the space 
of a few years. Yet it cannot sur- 
vive long on imported technicians 
when the oil runs out. Education 
Is to be one of the main agents for 
change and genuine independe nce.

Towards the renewal of the 
ancient university 


The original teaching system of the 
Muslim world fell into two groups, 
the elementary and the higher edu- 
cation. In both the elaborate system 
of instruction which we have in our 
schools, colleges, universities and 
other educational institutions was 
conspicuously absent. The system 
was not governed by a set course 
of studies, controlled by regulations 
of all kinds and subject to periodic 
official supervision. It was, in fact, 
a magnificent experiment of public 
enterprise in education, free public 
instruction, freedom of teaching and 
freedom of studies— on amazing an- 
ticipation of the most modern con- 
ception of education. 

The state had very little to do 
in the beginning; only later did it 
come forward to supplement the 
public efforts for diffusion and 
promotion of learning. And when 
the state extended financial support 
it did not impose any restriction 
or control in the matter of teaching. 

There were no fixed rules as to 
the number and period of lectures 
and holidays. All these depended 
on the inclination or discretion of 
teachers. For example, Abdullah 
b Abbas lectured an endre day oil 
the Interpretation of the Qur’an, 
law, the Muslim conquests, poetry 
and the works of the Arabs : Hasan 
al-Basii was In the habit at teach- 
ing till past midday ; Shafi’l began 
at dawn with the Qur’an and went 
an till noon with classes in tradi- 
tional discussion, Arabic grammar 
and poetry. 

The early Muslim educationists 
fully realized the great importance 
of the personal contact of the 
teachers with the taught. They were 
well aware of the moulding and 
enlivening effect of such contact 
with the students and the enduring 
influence it find on the students’ 
lives. Their method of instruction 
thus included tutorials nnd dis- 
cussion groups both In college and 
in student houses and halls of 
j residence. 

In nil the stages of the develop- 
ment of Islamic education die 
teacher held the same independent 
position. In this system of educa- 
tion. teachers were the fountain- 
head. Degrees were valued because 
of them, contrary to the modern 
practice where the teacher is a 
paid employee and the institution 
is employer. Today the value of a 
decree depends oil the institution 
wlnlo in the Islamic system of 
education not only the value of 
degree but also that of the institu- 
tion itselE depended on the 
merit and scholarship of the teacher. 

The system of education in the 
mosque, inaugurated by the 
Prophet and expanded by his com- 
panions, was a wonderful drive for ' 
adult education among the Muslims. 

It was purely voluntary' and 1 entirely 
free. 

In many mosques there were 
different halls and annexes to pro- 
vide accommodation for classes as 
well os lodgings for students and 
teachers. The nuilders of even the • 
oldest mosques ore now honoured 
Tor establishiug both colleges and 
Houses of God. The big mosque in 
a large d«y invariably had a big 
colltme attached to it (Jami*) from 
which the term Jaroi'a has later 
been derived as the name of a uni- 
versity.

and a library were, necessary com- 
ponents and residential arrange- 
ments for students and teachers 
were a distinctive feature of the 
Madrasah which were thus, pre- 
cursors of the residential colleges 
of British universities. 

The system of education in the 
old Indian madrosas was more or 
less the same as was in vogue in 
the countries of the Turkish Empire, 
and it had the same objectives as 
m the countries of central Asia. 
Thus, under the Afghans, the Turks 
nnd the Magiiuls the courses of 
study were: grammar, rhetoric, law, 
jurisprudence, logic, mysticism, 
exegesis, tradition and medicine, 
which included some branches of 
science, such as alchemy, botany, 
and biology. 

During the reign of Akbar, the 
syllabus also consisted of some new 
subjects such as agriculture, econo- 
mics, civics and history. This sys- 
tem of education continued tiil the 
British occupied the sub-continent. 
After their military victory. In order 
to perpetuate their rule, they fol- 
lowed a policy of “ divide anti rule ”, 
but the education system proved 
to be a deterrent, The British then 
imposed a new system of education 
which was opposed by the Muslims. 
The present svstein of education- 
secular or religious— Is the direct 
result of that scheme which was de- 
signed to serve the colonial needs 
of the British. By dividing educa- 
tion into secular and religious edu- 
cation and by establishing separate 
institutions for both the divisions, 
the British scheme of dun] educa- 
tion replaced the unitary Islamic 
system and resulted in perennial 
discord among the products of the 
two systems. 

The t invasion by the hordes of 
Giiengia Khan destroyed the most 
important universities and massa- 


cred the learned. Tins havoc dealt 
a death blow to Islamic learning 
winch paralysed tho Islamic spirit 
of liberal study and investigation. 

Muslims all over the world now 
realize the paramount need for 
scientific studies. Technological ad- 
vance, no less than theoretical 
science, is invaluable for acquiring 
power over nature and, therefore 
the present emphasis on it lu every 
Muslim state Is most welcome 
There is an increasing desire in 
the Muslim world today to root out 
social mid moral evils and build a 
new society on sound Islamic moral 
foundations. But the desire Is far 
from realization and the process of 
moral regeneration is much slower 
than that of intellectual revival. It 
is more difficult to mould the char- 
acter of a nation than to mould its 
thought. 

What is now needed most is 
Islamic ideology and the moulding 
of life In accordance with tills ideo- 
logy. Universal education is re- 
quired to bring the moral values 
home to every Muslim. Islamic 
ideology and Islamic practice are 
not the same. One is an affair of 
the intellect, the other is that of 
the will. An enlightened intellect 
is not necessarily a dedicated will. 
A wide guilif between belief and 
practice Is seen today throughout 
the Muslim world. 

True revival of Islamic culture 
depends mainly upon tlie bridging 
of this gulf. The division between 
the secular and religious systems 
of education led to an unfortunate 
cleavage in Muslim society. The 
modern - Islamic university will 
eventually bridge the gulf between 
the two systems of edu cation and 
turn out well-educated young men 
endowed with Islamic character 
and, ns such, worthy and useful 
citizens of the Islamic world.

How Britain was 
slow off the mark

Tha possibilities in ihc Xiiudi 
Arabian education murkui wore 
realized by the Americans und tin; 
Germans and by many nf Hri min’s 
nllier industrial com petit ms 
lay years ago. The flag for 
Britain was flown by the Uri- 
,j s h Council during tite 1960s 
after it managed in get 11 vilhi in 
Riyadh- Bm h acted mainly as a 
tentre for English languugc tea- 
chers. It w»s 1101 until 1975 that 
the Council begun its Paid Educa- 
tional Services exercise und the 
possibility of it negotiating multi- 
million pound package deals for 
British contractors in Saudi Arabia 
first emerged. 

The Saudis need the kind nr ex- 
pertise that Britain cun give if they 
are to carry thnuigh their ambitious 
five-year plan to 1980. This aims to 
transform the country into a 
thoroughly modern technical nation 
training a now generation of middle 
management Saudi technicians. They 
could particularly benefit from Brit- 
ish experience if they are in set up 
their own version of the Open Uni- 
versity in Riyadh, training lendn-rs 
end broudcnsiing programmes to 
schools. 

But most of the expertise and 
equipment am ah" be gut from 
America, which has pumped millions 
of dollars into the kin. adorn since 
the end of the Second World War, 
and where ninny of the members of 
the all-powerful Royal family, who 
form the ruling Council that decide 
the contracts, have been educated. 

The Saudis do mu like, however, 
to put all their contract mil eggs in- 
to an American basket, especi- 
ally If there is a chance of major 
Auk Israeli hostility. So. since 
nany of their new program in es are 


connected with English langmigi- 
teaching, overtures of British help 
arc olien welcomed. 

The British government has been 
slow in taking the him that nothing 
but imilii-inilliun pound package 
deals hacked by ^nvernniem guaran- 
tee und Ministerial deputations arc 
likely in have any hope of success 
with i lie Saudi Cabinet. 

We iried tun lure, for example, I 
to get in oil rhe L5(N)m university ill 
Riyadh. Bui in March. 1976. we 
submit red n glossy 43-puge B plan for 
the con n try’s newest university — ■ 
King Faisal University — to be builr 
on twn sites hi Duinmam and Hnfuf.

Pitfalls of western 
religious studies 


Afzal Rahman argues that 
the 'secular' teaching of 
religion in schools in the west 
is tindermining Muslim 
communities 


As Brim in and some of [lie other 
western countries are becoming 
multi-cultural and multi-religious 
socle ties, the rnimre of religious 
education is undergoing u dniiii.il ic 
cfidiipe. Nine h hotch-potch uf jll 
religious is taught in schools. It is 
argued i liar rids helps integrate 
children from different cultures into 
the life of rile school. 

But the changes have been so 
great that even the British Council 
of Churches is now saying “ that 
since the local education authori- 
ties' schools can no longer be exncc- 
ted to carry any more responsibility 
iii principle- for Christian nurture 
than for the nurture of Muslims, 

Jews or Humanists, local churches 
must accept full responsibility for 
the Christian nurture Qf their 
youth 

The Rii-intngliain syllabus, for 
example, cakes the view that the 
subject should be Religious Educa- 
tion — emphasizing both these words. 

The religions which contrive to be 
the major content of study will be 
presented in order to Increase 
understanding and to encourage per- 
sonal growth end independent res- 
ponse to living. They will be studied 
in die context, of the secular ways 
of life. 

This approach has also been sup- 
ported by the Free Church Federal 
Council which accepts thut the 
syllabus should include “ the ideo- 
logical stands of those unable to 
accept Dr practise the tenets of any 
religious faith The more conser- 
vative Association of Christian Tea- 
chers agrees that there should bo 
"an examination of other significant 
■world views ". And- these will 
Include “ world views which have 
no overt religious basis”. 

The discussion document pro-, 
duce-d by the Religious Education 
Council concludes : " the su hirer 

should be regarded ns helping pupils 
to become educated nbnut religious 
and other life stances and to be 
both appreciative and critical of 
t' ‘-*1 ”. 

■\ very similar statement was 
irsued last year by the Christian 
Education Movement which sees 
religious education os education 
which will help children to find 
their own beliefs. 

The Humanists go beyond this and 
Insist that if religion is considered 
an integral part of education, then 
It must also be accepted that non- 
religious belief has a basis and inte- 
gral place”. 

This liberal attitude towards' reli- 
. gious education is stressed in a book . 
entitled Discovering nn Approach. !

It must build lipuit 
his everyday experience and Luke 
note uf the influence upon him of 
home and society. 

'Inns tie it- Vi3ins to be u general 
trend among all opinions, including 
religious as wed as secular, towards 
more liberalism in religious educa- 
tion leading almost to a non-reli- 
gious or an irreligious type of reli- 
gious educutiun in schools. This 
is happening in Britain and other 
western countries are not far 
behind. 

This type nf education is diametri- 
cally fipt*OMid to tne Islamic philo- 
sophy of education. There is bound 
lu be n dominant Christian element 
in multi-faith studies and all other 
religious, including Islam, will be 
laugut by Christian or other non- 
Muslim teachers who will not, for 
obvious reasons, presenL the true 
picture of Islam. Gradually Muslim 
children will be integrated in West- 
ern society. 

Many Muslim parents living In 
the West are worried about the reli- 
gious education of their children 
and the influence of Christianity 
and of Western culture iii the 
schools. 

A sound, and balanced Islamic 
education is necessary to protect 
our young generation from the on- 
slaught of Western influence and to 
keep them within the fold of Islam 
as practising Muslims. 

The philosophy which dominates 
Western culture in general, and 
Western education in particular, is 
not only diametrically opposed but 
also positively hostile to the Islamic 
philosophy of life. Young Muslims 
find themselves in a society where 
their friends and others dance, 
drink and freely move in mixed 
gathering with persons of rheir 
choice end have unrestricted rela- 
tionships both before and after 
marriage. 

They are not bound by any moral 
and religious values or soda! norms. 
In view of these un-Islamic forces 
and unhealthy . social and educa- 
tional surroundings Muslim youth 
must he equipped with sound 
Islamic education and trained to 
believe in Islamic philosophy and 
livo in Islamic culture. 


Only s very genuine effort on the 
pnrt uf the Muslim community and 
a comprehensive system of educa- 
tion and training can protect the 
new Muslim generation living in the 
West from the unhealthy trends uud 
temptations. 

There is no doubt that the major- 
ity of the people are aware of the 
dangers to which their children arc 
exposed in Western society. But 
they do not fully appreciate lioW 
serious tWsc dangers ara. More- 
over, many of them ore not 
equipped to provide the necessary 
education and training to . their 
children to face, this danger. 

It is, however, Vitgl that Muslims 
should give tdji priority to the reli- 
gious and cul rare! education of their, 
children in tfie West before they 
are completely lost in die material- 
ism and atheism of % secular liberal 
society.

There were no stan- 
dard textbooks ; those in use ranged 
from those used in Dutch goveru- 
ntiu schools to those -intended for 
schools In Arabic-speaking coun- 
nics, classical religious bonks of 
ihe ’Middle Ages, and ulso books 
written bv a few of the recognized 
Indonesian religious teachers. Often 
the teachers dicta led their own 
lessons to the students. 

The result was that graduate* 
of these schools, although officially 
ol the same level, had actually 
attained quite different standards. 

Another weakness of the religious 
school of the pro- iiutcpuud unco 
period was its inattention to ad- 
mnlstratlon. The people who ran 
die schools had no fonnul udminis- 
irative training. They were inten- 
tionally careless about administra- 
tion. They joined religious schools 
primarily to spread religion. They 
(ugh mat even with their luck of 
aMaisiration this aim cnuld he 
achieved and their graduates could 
Kill be of much use to society.

His iiHcrcsi in (his field obtained 
a favourable response from the 
provincial government which 
appointed him inspector of Islamic 
courses at the provincial educational 
office while aL the same lime retain- 
ing the function of Islamic head of 
the provincial religious office, 

III i he revolutionary period when 
life and government administration 
were somewhat disrupted the 
various schools received less guid- 
ance in organizing their religious 
courses. Much depended on the 
various teachers concerned. Yunus’s 
efforts, however, served as an 
indication of the importance of tlio 
question of religious education in 
independent Indonesia. 

Although the cejurnl government 
in Java was not able Lo establish 
religious schools of its own during 
the revolutionary period, this does 
not mean it paid no attention to 
thu idea.

The Ministry of Religion founded its 
first icrtiary-ievel Institution in 
1951. Iii Jakarta an academy of re- 
ligion was founded in 1957. This 
academy gave a three-year course 
intended merely for ministry 
officials and teachers. 

After Independence in 1949 n new 
stall was made to develop u syllnhus 
for (he genera] schools. The 
Sumatra and Java plans were both 
replaced In 1951 by a new one 
which seemed to he a compromise 
between the two. Religion was to 
be given at the elementary general 
school from the fourth grade. How- 
ever, in “ extraordinary areas ” reli- 
gious Instruction could be given 
frum the first year. 

Wli'llo it has been difficult to 
find the right teachers lu religion 
for Lhc general elementary and lha 
secondary schools, it is still more 
difficult to find the right lecturers 
in religion at tho ordinary universi- 
ties. At these tertiary level institu- 
tions religion 1ms been a compulsory 
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In “ general ,f schools classes are mixed. Here pupils leant weaving. 


subject since 1960. The universities 
have had to find the necessary lec- 
turers themselves in consultation 
with the Ministry nf Religion mid 
Ministry nf Culture. I11 1963 the 
Ministry of Education established 
a body for the development or rejl- 
gious education at universities in 
order to find ways and means of 
recruiting religious lecturers. One 
uf the difficulties in the recruit- 
ment of religious teachers originates 
from the fact that until the sixties 
there was no standardized religious 
teacher training institution. Teach- 
ing religion for more than 12 years’ 
schooling demands a well organized 
currlc 11 luiin which Is not easy tn 
work out. The religious teachers 
in the early years after indepen- 
dence had different backgrounds, 
coming from trad i t'i oil alivt or mod- 
ernist schools, or having been 
trained abroad. 

The development of religious In- 
struction at the general elementary 
and secondary schools, as well as 
the introduction of religious courses 
at tertiary-level institutions after 
19G5, reflected the existing ideas 
about the position of religion in 
general in Indonesia from 1 lie pre- 
Independence, The first question 


was related to the compatibility or 
incompatibility of Islam with the 
needs nf modern times. Some of 
the wdster-nized Intellectuals— mid 
1 hose people exercised a great In- 
fluence on the development nf edu- 
cation in independent Indonesia — 
considered Islam 10 be incompat- 
ible with modern needs. They 
wanted to confine religion to the 
individual realm and took the wes- 
tern development of the .separation 
of church and the state as their 
model. 

They have been able to prevent 
Indonesia from becoming an Islamic 
state. In 1945 just after the pro- 
clamation of indepen deuce an agree- 
ment previously concluded by Mus- 
lims, religiously neutral nationalist 
and Christian representatives, in 
which Muslims wore obliged to 
practise Islamic laws, wits abrognted- 
Sincc then the state has been based 
un five principles t God, humanity, 
nationalism, democracy and social 

justice.

Pakistan and the legacy 
of British colonialism 


by Kiiursid Ahmad 

Hakisiiiii is a now old country : new 
because it appeared on the political 
map of the world as un Independent 
country only on August 14, 1947 ; 
old because ulthough the country 
was new, it did Inherit a long-estab- 
lished muliiioii with all its strengths, 
wenkno*so\ and slres.st.-s. 

When Britain con (j tiered In din 
its system of education was one of 
the most advanced in history, with 
almost universal literacy and special- 
ized institutions catering for differ- 
ent branches and levels of educa- 
tion. “Terhups there are few com- 
munities iu the world ", wrote a 
British visitor to ludiu in 1844, 
" among whom education is more 
genernlly diffused than among 
Mohammedans in India. Ho who 
holds an office worth 20 rupees 
(£1.20) a month gives his sons an 
education equal to that of a prime 
minister" (Slecmau, Rambles and 
Recollections. London). 

The picture was very differ out 
a century later when the British 
riders left the sub-continent. The 
level of illiteracy had risen from 
zero to 80 per coiit. Bor a total 
population of 32m in wbut now 
constitutes Pakistan there were only 
two universities, two engineering 
colleges with nn annual output of 
123 graduate engineers, two medical 
colleges witli an output of 50 doc- 
tors, some 2,500 secoadury ami 8,500 
primary schools, 

A highly developed educational 
system had died, a slow death. Only 
a distorted skeleton of it remained 
In the form of traditional religious 
education. On the debris of the old 
order h new nnglicized system of 
education was developed which 
neither conformed with the genius 
nf the people nor tvus able to pro- 
duce enough educated lcndcrsiiip to 
meet the needs of tiic society. 

The new education was imparted 
through die medium of English nnd 
was geared to a system of cxmiiliiu- 
tions yielding degrees nnd certifi- 
cates which acted as visas tn em- 
ployment in government services! 

Education had nn roots in the 
culture and values of the people it. 
ms supposed to serve. Instead its 
declared objective, in the words of 
the author of the colonial educa- 
tional policy in India, was "to form 
- - - a class of persons Indian hi 
blood and colour, but Englishmen in

Thirty years of aduention in 
Pakistani reveal tha profile of a 
nation caught in a tradition estab- 
lished during colonial rule’ and In 
supposedly trying to wriggle out of 
It getting more and more enmeshed 
into it. 

Immediately after the establish- 
ment of Pakistan on . effort was 
made to rethink tho dims and 
strategy of education in the Context 
of the ideals and needs of the 
nation, 

The First Educational Conference 


held in November, 1947, repress 
a pioneering effort iu this direction 
lho issue wus taken up again ui 
again by u number of commit 
and committees. The reports of ih 
Commission on National Education 
(Sharif Report, I960), the Com2 
fiion on Student Problems and Wei 
fare (Hanioodin Rehmtui R epor , 
1966) and Educational Policy (19)2) 
tried to grapple with the problem 
but the educational system (rift 
resulting tensions and frustration? 
remains basically unchanged. ’ 

There has, however, been sienifi. 
cunt quantitative expansion of tie 
system. There nre now 11 linlvw- 
sines. An Open University Is about 
to start functioning. The numbw 
or primary and secondary scbeoli 
. in 1976- stood ut 52,562 and 79 JS 
respectively. The output of gradout 
engineers Jins increased ta om 
1,600 a year. Educational expendi- 
ture has increased from 3l2n 
rupees in 1948-49 to 2.484.2m Id 

GNP °* n ,Dllt * ,er CCH * of the 

Free primary and secondary edu- 
cation was introduced iu 1972, i) 

. though 53 por cent of the primuj 
school ngc population is still wlihaoi 
schooling. Schooling is available u 
only 65 per cent of boys and 27 per 
cent of girls in the 5-9 year age 
bracket. 

In 1972, primary and seconder* 
education was nationalized. Thh 
has reduced commercial exploitation 
of education in certain areas but 
has led to excessive burcHucratha- 
tion of education and even a wide- 
spread decline in educational stand- 
ards nnd discipline. 

Although Urdu, tiio national Iu- 

9 e, is now being increasingly 
ns medium of Instruction, t 
coherent policy is still lucking. The 
damage done tn education by 
ambivulcnce in this respect has been 
incalculable. 

Education is too much directed 
towards examinations and too little 
towards development of intellect. 
Initiative, skills nnd character. Put 
percentages are low nnd there » 
widespread wastage through failure 
and drop-out. Literary bius hi edu- 
cation continues anti research In 
institutions of higher education u 
still at low key. 

But the most Important problem 
remains education’s unrelatednw 
to the society and culture of the 
people. Western knowledge and 
education remain whet one Pm* 
stan educationist has described .■> 
"an exotic plant that has in fM 
never taken real roots in tha hearM 
of the people”. The new^old 
try is still - labouring under tM 
shadow of the old while the new a 
yet to spell out Its blossom.

A L. Tibawi on the- background lo education 
of females in Muslim societies 


There is considerable dissatisfaction 
, lhe Muslim world with the cou- 
rinued unfavourable portrayal of 
Manic society by writers nnd the 
-dia iu i«»e west. In particular 
resentment is often expressed at 
what is regarded as misconceptions 
about the status of women and at 
ioo much preoccupation with poly- 
L m y and the problems of the 
seclusion of women. It is felt that 
jitila or no attention is paid by the 
critics to the great advances made 
towards the emancipation of the 
Muslim woman and her education. 

One of the standard Islamic com- 
ments on this situation is that no 
MCiety Is or can remain static, so 
why assume that Islamic society is 
different? Some of those who ask 
die question ascribe what they re- 
gard as Mas to a conscious or un- 
conscious echo of centuries of Chris- 
tian hostility to Mam. Others relate 
It to modern political conflict with 
Christian colonial powers during and 
after diedr domination of Islamic 


It is also pointed out that even 
If the derogatory caricatures tlint 
appeared in European languages 
during the first decades of tills 
century had some truth, they no 
longer apply. Tha radical political, 
economic and social development of 
the various nations constituting 
Islamic society from Morocco to 
Indonesia has produced great im- 
provement in -the status of women, 
particularly iu the field of educa- 
tion. 

Sami apologists claim that the 


improvement wus a return to the 
Ideal from ihu lapses of ihc age uf 
decadence. Hence rlic imparlance 
of their view of the meaning of the 
Islamic ideal. They ure nor igno- 
rant af the possibility that this tradi- 
tion ul ideuL cun l>e invoked to give 
an in terpretHi inn different from 
llieir own. In their eagerness to 
seek justification for a new line of 
action or to rationalize accomplished 
facts they sec only the overriding 
necessity to reconcile modern 
thought and action with the holy 
writ. 

Thus, the principle of the equality 
of the two sexes is seen enshrined 
in the Qur’an (III, 193) : " And their 
Lord answers them : ' I waste not 
the labour of any that labours 
among you, be you male or female 
—the one of you is os the other 
. For education, the principle is 
further confirmed iu the tradition. 
According to Al-Ghazali, the 
renowned theologian, Muhammad 
said: "To seek learning is a 

(religious) duty of every Muslim, 
male mid female.’’ All learning 
wns originully religious, although 
tlic range of tills original learning 
was considerably enlarged through 
contact with the Hellenic, Fcrsian 
and Indian cultures. 

The incorporation of much of 
Ilollonisn in Islamic thought is a 
basis of tho cultural affinity be- 
tween Islam nnd Christendom. 
Hence the adoption of western ideas 
and techniques in education, both 
(luring tflio period of western dom- 
ination end after independence, was 
not a great strain. 

The apologists even argued that 
tho process was either in conformity 
with Islam or its fruits, were simply 
a recovery of what lhe west had

borrowed from Islamic culture. 

The age of decadence was ex- 
plained as the result of foreign in- 
vasions, from die Crusades down 
to European 'imperialism, The de- 
cline of Islamic education was the 
result of the destruction by the 
Mongols of such great seats of learn- 
ing as Baghdad. Such social habits 
as the seclusion of women also had 
foreign origin, vaguely connected 
with converts to Islam who brought 
in their own former customs. 

It is little known that the principal 
incentive for modernization in 
Islamic education was military: to 
acquire the science with which to 
witiistand the encroachment of 
European armies. There was little 
room iu this for lhe education of 
women which remained, us in 
classical times, the private concern 
of noble and wealthy futilities to 
u [range at home. 

Therefore modern education was 
throughout the nineteenth century 
designed, with, notable exceptions, 
almost exclusively for the inale. It 
is true tlint the Ottoman law of 
1869 provided for a minimum of 
four yenrs’ “compulsory” primary 
schooling for both males and 
females, but for nearly tlireo 
decades its provision regarding 
females remained h dead letter. 


Then in 1899 un Egyptian judge 
published a little book on Tahrit al 
Mar’ah { The Emancipation of the 
Woman) which provided a modern 
charter for the feminist movement. 
In brief its message wus that 
neither the Qur'an nov Islamic luw 
contains anything to justify restrict- 
ing the freedom of women or their 
enjoyment of the benefits of educa- 
tion. All! such restrictions originated 
in social prejudices nnd inhibitions. 

From then on the trend was 
irresistible. The traditional Islamic 
schools were supplemented, and 
eventually supplanted by, modern 
schools on European lines for bach 
bays and girls. The rate of change 
varied greatly — slow at the enstern 
and western extremities tinder 
British and French control respec- 
tively, and rapid iu tile centre 
which then constituted the Ottoman 
Empire and its later successors, 
the Arab states. 

Equality of opportunity in educa- 
tion is now guaranteed for males 
and females. Every Arab country 
has in its constitution or in its 
education laws provisions to this 
effect. Nor is the provision theoreti- 
cal. In die last 20 years the total 
number of girls in state schools 
lias increased six times, although, 
as an Indication of past neglect. 


this increase has still left the 

S rop or tiou of girls to boys at 
5 per cent aud 65 per ce'nt 
respectively. 

Nor is equality of opportunity 
confined tu attendance lit educa- 
tional establishments. Gone me the 
days witen an educated Muslim 
woman could find employment only 
as a teacher in a glrls r school or 
could speak to tlic male inspector 
only while veiled. Fast nre the days 
when there were only six female 
students on tho entnpus of the 
American University of Beirut 
among thousands oE very curious 
males. Practically all the profes- 
sions are now open oqually ta men 
nnd women ; and women compote 
with men in all the faculties of tho 
modern universities, and pursue 
their studies in European mid 
American universities at postgradu- 
ate level. 

Perhaps the most striking change 
is the opening of Al-Atnar Univer- 
sity, iu Cairo, reputed to be the 
oldest in the world, to women. T-his 
impregnable citadel of the male now 
has a college of Arabic and Islamic 
Studies for women,

The number of Muslim children 
in state schools is estimated at be- 
t woe n 100,000 and 150,000.

Muslim children in state schools 
have been affected by dietetic and 
dress habits and language difficul- 
ties and subjected to problems 
arising from mixed physical educa- 
tion nnd swimming lessons.

Very few Asian children satisfy 
parental aspirations for their cliif- 
dren to bccamo doctors and engi- 
neers and for snmo this high nspiru- 
tlon, in fact, proves detrimental, yet 
pushes up the children's own ambi- 
tions. Career-counselling among 
Asian children is under developed. 

Ta rental involvement In school 
af fails iu the British school system 
is regarded ns highly desirable.

Walking, talking, living playwrights 


Heather Neill at the Royal Court Young Writers’ Festival 


“ ynu muse observe everything . . . 
all the antennae have to be out, ail 
the time. ...” Judl Dencli was talk- 
ing about acting when she made 
tli esc remarks to a school audience 
recently, but it would be good 
udvice for budding playwrights too. 

There were over 150 entries for 
this year’s Royal Court/ Observer 
playwrights' competition 'for under 
eighteen year olds, and the best of 
them have been performed as the 
Cl-iu it piece of the Young Writers* 
Festival at the Theatre Upstairs. 
Thu uiljiniicatora found that too 
many of the plays showed the influ- 
ence of television and thus un obser- 
vation of character and situation 
afro inly filtered through someone 
else's imagination. The four chosen 
plays ell display a certain origin- 
al I ty, and two of them, whose 
authors arc 10 and 17 respectively! a 
keen eye and car for dtie details uf 
other people's behaviour nnd speech. 

Li 7 . Ik’Hiimy, who is 15 and the 
author of To Err is Hum on, has 
imagined tv hot might have hnppened 
if Hitler had survived his suicide 
attempt and continued to persecute 
Jews. Her play concerns the trial 
ol Hitler for murdering thousands 
of Jews between 1945 and 1979. 
when the play is set (though there 
docs not seem to be much reason 
for this). Wc hear evidence against 
him, an inept attempt to protect 
him by a female witness and his 
sentence, while die former Nazi 
lender sits silently, almost benignly, 
listening. The judge passes sentence 
— a lenient one — but the play ends 
with this same Judge removing his 
wig, producing a revolver and 
shooting Hitler. It is an Interesting 
ideui that a personal instinct for 
what Is Just may conflict: with tho

Alexander Matthews's Fishing is 
nn antidote to the hurly-burly of 
Bovver. Set in u suburban sitting 
room, ir concerns two old men who 
habitually settle down to an lifter- 
noun's fishing, complete with rods, 
lines and a bottle of whisky to keep 
out the cold, without setting four 


outdoors. Their conversation is 
delightful, uuselfconscious, charac- 
ter-revealing. nnd full of inconse- 
quential chatter ubout films, 
holidays, Bingu (‘‘ Ifow they can sit 
there hour after hour I don't know 
. . , and useless bits of information 
(*• Did you know that a polar bear 
weighs more than a mini . . .? ”). An 
Interloper climbs uu noticed through 
the open window and attempts to 
purloin the whisky. This is a diver- 
sion of sorts, but such a charming. 
11 1 ready diverting and ruully very 
aceniiijilisiied piece of work requires 
no further decoration. The gentle 
dialogue is enough. Ten-year-old 
Alexander understands a great deal 
about adult fantasies and failings; 
who knows, lie auty well develop 
into a Pinter or a Storey. 

The heroine of Lenka Janiurek’s 
play. Walking is Helena, an imagi- 
native, sharp-tongued, sharp-witted 
girl who is preoccupied bv a dis- 
ability which makes her feet hurt 
and which, she eventually discovers, 
will limit her choice of career. This 
is a sensitive, intelligent explora- 
tion of the painfulness of adole- 
scence which also manages to be 
entertaining. The foot trouble can 
symboli2Q the aguny of growing up, 
if you like (and certainly it focuses 
the lnck of understanding between 
Helena and adults, her father and 
her doctor in particular) but so 
natural is the dialogue and the 
development of the characters over 
n two-year period that such a sug- 
gestion seems crass oversimplifica- 
tion. More than un hour long, this 
Is n sustained piece of writing which 
contains changes of mood, several 
funny moments nnd some subtle 
cbnracter contrasts. Even the tea- 
cher (quite a small part) is credible. 

The acting company, ilie directors 
(Gerald Chapman for the first three 
nnd Tim F.v well for Walking) do 
the material proud ami all four plays 
benefit from Jun Clay’s ingenious 
and versatile set. • 


Transforming visions 


Anthony Masters on Greek plays in Greek 


The round of Greek play produc- 
tions tomes to resemble die social 
Ufa of a Victorian outpost oF 
empire : accomplished and select, 
but n bit in need of new blood. 
So David Raeburn, headmaster oP 
Wliirgift’s School, Croydon, deserves 
a specially warm welcome. Ills 
Amigane fast week was successful 
enough to raise hopes for a regular 
event, as well as being a triumph 
in Itself. How many Tieaditmters 
would dare to replace the lermly 
play. Just once, with Sophocles in 
Greek? 

Or more accurately, Greek and 
English. Mr Raeburn prefaced his 
production wWi a version in ifans- 
intlon, abridged to ah hour— which 
made for a long evening but facili- 
tated enjoymdut for non-classicists 
(not to man don parents), and. gave 
mom a chance to act those great 
roles which they grasped with both 
hands. Mr Raeburn's spare, shrewd 
translation really heeded adults, but 
the cast (including girls from S treat- 


ham lull and Clapham High School)

The great revelation was still - to 
come. With colloquialism . qnd ; 
naturalism already indulged soraft- 
wltal in the English version, the 
Greek (identically blocked, bub 
more elaborately lit and costumed) 
snared to a pitch of high seriousness 
which Greek drama too seldom re- 
ceives. The interview between Anti- 
gone (Olivia Moffett) and Crenii 
(Dnvld Langslow) was a model of 
sustained grandeur coupled with 
superb control of pace and - attneki 
Meny of the compony spoke Greek 
as swiftly and spontaneously ns If it 
were their native language. ‘ Tho 
Chorus though tlriug towards the 
end, effectively justified Mr Rae- 
burn’s simple approach : rhythmical 
declamation against percussion, 


straialufovwnrd but strong choreo- 
graphy, highly dramatic lighting. 

Reacting against their disastrously 
trendy Birds of 1971, the Cambridge 
Greek Ploy Committee has returned, 
for its two subsequent productions, 
to the claims of experience in the 
distinguished person of George Ry- 
Innds (collaborating with Pat Easter- 
ling). Both his 1974 Medea nnd 
this year’s Sophocles’ Eleara were 
Inoffensive, but strangely conserva- 
tive, even pedestrian, for such a 
passionately devoted classicist. * 

, Mr Raeburn at Cro-ydou had a 
limited budget, and a terrible school 
hall with a liiglt stage, no wings, no 
rake. and restricted technical facili- 
ties; yet his borrowed costumes, 
boll-masks and rudimentary set were 
tntusEonraed by the vision which had 
obviously communicated itself to his 
cast. Tho Cambridge Mycenae, with 
* .creejier-covered facade whose 
dmky little Lion Gate suggested a 
country vicarage designed by 
William Morris, looked and sounded 
not only British (end this includes 
the anil ably melodic score, nicely 
sung .by lady classicists), but. mum, 
daqe; . Sophocles U not mundane. 

.FcrtunoMly, Mr ■ Rytan’ds had a 
auito .exceptional. Electta in-. 
, Kothrjm Rorter. Her appearance fa- 
-«ad against her : frankly attract 

tive. co^kine-a^e sort of girl (to. 
borrow William Flo-mer’a phrase), , 
but possessing an infinite variety 
or 'natural, expressive, movement 
■ and gesture for. the. sustained- trade 
grief '.of this latvg and potentially 
monotonous part. Amanda Bern- 
stein's Cbrysothemis, though. lapsing 
into ..a .near- colloquial delivery' at 
tunes, was pointed * and . intelligent ; 
she and Miss Porter worked genet- 
lively together, both physically and 
mentally. And Martin Drury,' as 
the Tutor, gave a magnificent 
nrcdbnt oE his set ; plece, the finest 
messenger speech in Greek tragedy 
—and roe only one 'which is a fab- 
rication ftrota start to finish. 

An .experienced director told me 
that; he fotftid producing Greek 


comedy Infinitely more daunting 
than tragedy, Even after this year’s 
Clonus at King’s College London, I 
do not see the real difficulty of suc- 
ceeding with Aristophanes. What is 
essential is thnt the comic ideas 
snould he seriously thought out. 
oud the temptation to do anything 
conrse for a laugh be sometimes 
resisted. Anthony Cauchi’s produc- 
tiou was a mixture of good ideas, 
Dari ideas, and no Ideas at all. When 
Strepsmdes, dressed In period, puIJs 
otf ids son’s bedclothes and reveals 
him in full jockey satins ready to 
ride Arkln to victory, the joke is 
tair but one learns not to expert 
consistency. 

The Virtuous and Naughty Argu- 
ments W er e effectively personated 
by a bowler-hatted olJ Tory and a 
lipsticked pop star in a gold jump- 
suit; and Socrates (Craig Crosbie) 
was a brilliant study in modern 
academic mannerisms that I 
devoutly hope is not based too 
closely on someone at King’s (He 
must now progress to the lead part 
in Jumpers.) But what of the 
Phrontisterion, and Socrates's place 
in either an ancient. or an updated
